springs or hydraulic apparatus and 
everything Is of automatic design so 
the Instrument Is free from all Jars 
that would tend to break the speci- 
men sooner than a steady pull would 
accomplish 
the same result, thus 


making a false and Inaccurate test of 
the efficiency of tho sample. 


Test for Fineness 


Cement used at tho factory is also 


tested for Its fineness, which Is done 
by weighing a certain amount of the 
material and passing 
It through a 


series of sieves after which process 
It Is weighed again, the difference In 
-weight Indicating the percentage of 
useless material. 
The question of 


fineness Is a most Important one, as 
the tensile strength of cement Is In 
direct proportion to Its flnenss.

sented by the Department of Com- 
•merce and Labor through its Bureau 


• Statistics. 
Exports to China In tho 


fiscal year 1903 aggregate about 19 
million dollars, against less than 4 
millions in 1893. 
The total value or 


our exports to China in 1903 exceed 
those of any earlier year except 1902, 
when they were above tho normal by 
reason of tho very light exports to 
China in 1901, in which year Impor 
tatlons were greatly Interfered with 
by existing hostilities In that coun< 
try. 
This figure of 19 millions of ex- 


ports direct to China does not by any 
means show, however, the total 
ot 


our exports to that country, as large 
porportlons of our exports to Hong 
Kong also enter China. 
Exports to 


Hong Kong In the fiscal year 
Just 


ended aggregate over 8 million . dol- 
lars, making our total 
exports 
to 


China and Hong Kong about 27 mil 
lion dollars, against a total of 8 mil- 
lion in 1893. 


Comparing tho growth with that 


of our commerce with other 'parts of 
tho world, it may he said that our 
total exports to Europe In 1903 aggro 
gate a little over a billon 
dollars 


against CG2 millions In 1893, having 
therefore Increased less than GO per 
cent during that period; those 
to 


North America amount to about 215 
millions, against 119 millions in 1893 
having thus increased about 80 per 
cent those to South America aggre 
gate about 41 million dollars against 
32 millions In 1893, an increase of 
about .20 per cent; those to Asia In 
1903 aggregate about GO million dol 
lars, against 1C millions In 1893, an 
Increase of 275 per cent. To Oceania 
the total for the year is about 3G mil 
lion dollars, against 11 
millions In 


1893, but the y are not properly com 
parable with thoso of 1893 because 
of the fact that they do not Include 
the commerce with tho Hawllan Is 
lands, which Is considered as a par 
of tho. domestic commorco of the 
Unltcr States and separately stated 
To Africa tho total exports for 1903 
aggregate about 38 million dollars 
against a little less than six millions 
In 1893. 


It is apparent from these figures 


that tho growth In our exports 
t 


Asia has been more rapid than 
to 


any other section of the world ex 
cept Africa, and tho growth In th 
exports to China has been a very Im 
•portant factor in the growth of shir 
ments to Asia. Comparing the growtli 
of our exports to Chlan with those t 
Japan, it may bo said that our tola 
exports to Japan In 1903 aggregat 
about 21 million dollars, against 
millions In 1S93, tho increase to Jap 
an having been slightly greater tha 
that to China.

BOOKBINDER^ FILE CHARGES 


Likelihood That Foreman Will Be Dii- 


missed tor Good of the Service, It 
Being Believed That Good Ground 
Exists for Action. 


Washington, July 24.—The officers 


of the Bookbinders' union admit that 
President Roosevelt was right In re- 
instating William A. Miller, the fore- 
man who was discharged from the 
government printing olHce because he 
had been expelled from the union. 


Falling In their attempt to Induce 


the president and Secretary Cortelyou 
to accede to their demand that Miller 
should be discharged 
off-hand, 
the 


bookbinders have placed their charges 
against the foreman who Is so offens- 
ive to them In the hands of the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor. 
The 


charges allege that Miller Is unfit to 
bold his position because the has de- 
moralized the force of employes under 
him and that he has made himself ob- 
noxious In several ways. The charges 
are being Investigated and Miller will 
be given a hearing before they are 
passed upon. 


May Dismiss Miller. 


There seems to be little doubt that 


the charges will be sustained, for 
there is plenty of evidence against 
Miller, and the bookblndcry foreman 
will be dismissed •for the good of the 
sen-Ice. President Roosevelt has no 
compunction about dismissing Miller 
provided he Is given a good reason for 
doing so. In the past he has not hesi- 
tated about approving dlnmlt-Hals for 
cause under the civil nervine law.

union that Foreman Mlllc. 
be

charged because ho had been expelled 
from the union constitutes an equit- 
able or reasonable
